LITERARY NOTES. 


William E. Bargbardt Du Bois is 


professor of history and economics at 
Atlanta university. Furthermore he 
is a graduate of Fiske university. 
Harvard university, and thv Univer- 
sity of Berlin. Last of all (and first 
of all) he is a colored man and those 
who read his new book will admit 
that he is the most eloquent advocate 
of tte cause of the Negro that has 
yet come forward. He seems to be 
endowed with a remarkable command 
of language, and it is doubtful wheth- 
er a more fiery, impassioned plea for 
the spiritual uplifting of his people 
has ever been offered. The book is 
called "The Souls of Black Folk," 
and a few of the chapter headings 
show the scope of the work, as well 
as the author's faculty in the choice 
of words: 


Of Our Spiritual Strivings; Of the 


Dawn of Freedom; Of Mr. Booker T. 
Washington 
and 
Others; 
Of 
the 


Meaning of Progress; Of the Train- 
ing of Black Men; Of the Black Belt; 
Of the Passing of the First-Born; Of 
Alexander Crummell; Of the Coming 
of John; Of the Sorrow Songs. 


It is no idle prediction to say that 


this book, when brought 
out, 
will 


arouse a great deal of interst and 
provoke much discussion. 


Sherwin Cody, who last year pub- 


lished a very successful selection of 
"great" short stories, comes forward 
this year with "A Selection of the 
Best English Essays;" published by A. 
C. McClurg and Company of Chicago. 
His purpose in compiling this collec- 
tion was a practical one, and in his 
preface he anticipates the inevitable 
protests against "selections" so clev- 
erly that it is well worth quoting; 
1 


"Are selection a cheap substitute 


for complete works? or are they bet- 
ter than, complete works? or should 
they not be attempted at all? 
| 


"My answer as an editor to that 


threefold question is, that for 
the j 


common readers, whose time is limit-' 
ed, the complete works of an author 
are almost useless because of their 
bulk and the time necessary to get 
through them. As a result, complete 
works are 
put on library shelves, 


there to remain unread. 
Any man 


who can help bis fellows 
to 
read 


more successfully is a public bene- 
factor. 
If an editor can separate the 


work which the common reader will 
care to read from that which he will 
not care to read, BO that with 
the 


limited time at the reader's disposal 
and limited mental energy remaining 
after the drudgery of life has had its 
share, borne parts of a great author 
\till rasually get read, that editor is 
performing a public service by selec- 
tion, and a service no man can per- 
form In any other possible way. 


The historical and critical 
intro- 


ductions which Mr. Cody has provid- 
ed for each selection, together with 
the essays themselves, constitute an 
admirable history of the development 
of English prose style. The authors 
whose work has been utilized in this 
way are Addison, Swift, DeQuincey, 
Lamb, 
Ruskin, 
Carlyle, 
Emerson, 


Macauley, Arnold and Bacon.

The ECeet on Attendance, 


I'nder the new plan the centralized 


school became part of the higli schoo'. 
ana ;ts grade was raised so that its 
gradu itea would be accepted into tbo 
freshman year of any of the neishbcr- 
ing colleges. An approved cocrsa of 
study was adopted, and the school 
started out with high hopes. Tbe wag- 
onette .sytteni of transportation was 
adopted, every pupil was taken frorrs 
his Lome, no waiting on the four cor- 
ners for the "kid wagon" and as 
promptly returned at night. These cov- 
ered wagons were made storm proof 
and eomlortable in every way. Under 
the old plan of district schools the av- 
erage attendance of the school enroll- 
ment for a series of years varied from 
03 to TO per cent. Oue-t'-irJ ^' l~u i .'.- 
pils were absent all of the tirr.o, ui> 1 
they all disappeared from the school :.t 
about fifteen years of age, a few enroll- 
ing at sixteen. The cost of maintaiuin? 
these nine schools and the high school 
was in round numbers $4,200 annually 
and an annual deficit. The schools 
were as a rule taught by first and sec- 
ond termers. A person who did develop 
ability as a teacher was quickly hired 
in the- large village and city schools. 
Under our new plan of transportation 
the average attendance of the pupils 
has been over 05 per cent, and we now 
have one month more school tliau be- 
fore.

Profit and I,o»s. 


The drivers of the wagons are under 


bonds to be at the schoolhouse ten min- 
utes before 9 a. m. arid keep order in 
the wagons and be ready to load at 
3 30 p. in., and this punctuality is rare- 
ly broken. Four experienced teachers 
and a tutor are now doing the work of 
the onro eleven, and by the grades and 
course there are actually fewer recita- 
tions than in a district school of twen- 
ty-five pupils, so that time can now be 
given to class work and efficiency se- 
cured. Better wages are paid, and 
with these teaching is not a makeshift. 
Under this system and without chang- 
ing the school tax levy figures for our 
town showed March IS, 1903, that in 
the six years a debt of $600 inherited 
from the old board bad been paid, the 
new schooihouso and fixtures of $2,500 
had been paid for, all claims met, and 
there is a balance to the credit of the 
centralized school fund of §2,000. Not 
only Is the school better, 'out it makes 
cosmopolitan the entire population o* 
the township, begets ambitions and 
makes for intelligence and mental ac- 
tivity rather than for class or family 
distinction.

Onion Seta. 


j The manner of producing onions for 
' ^ets is the following: The soil should 
! bo of an inferior quality, such as has 
I h'^en run out by constant cropping, 


but should be of such texture as to 
permit of good cultivation—that is, it 
should be easy to work. A poor sandy 
loam would be preferable. The impor- 
tant thing is to keep the sets from be- 
coming too large, and in order to over- 
come this it is advisable to sow fifty 
to sixty pounds of seed to the acre. 


The seed may be sown as late as the 


last week in liny or the first week in 
June. By sow-ing the seed so thick 
causes the seedlings to be so crowded 
that it prevents their making a very 
large growth. In sowing the seed rath- 
er a wide drill should be made so that 
tiie seed may be spread out sufficiently. 
IC the sets should grow too large, these 
should be picked out and sold for pic- 
kling purposes. 


To prevent the sets from becoming 


too large they may be pulled up and 
harvested when large enough. As a 
rule harvesting may be done the early 
part of August, thus giving ample time 
for drying off well before the fall rains 
sot in, taking care to house them when 
perfectly dry. The sets may be run 
through, a' sieve or screen with about 
three-quarter inch mesh. Use only such 
as will pass through this screen for 
sets.—George Coote, Oregon. 


To Prevent Saddle- Galls. %v ~" 


When a horse has returned to the 


stable after a Ions ride, he should Jjy, 
no means bo unsaddled within from 
half an hour to an hour after dis- 
mounting, or it may tend to the pro- 
dui lion of saddle galls, which may bo 
verv diilicult to cure. These galls have 
their origin ;n uneven pressure of the 
saddle, due to faultj construction oO 
the saddle when the girths slacken 
and not infrequently from bad riding. 
The reason why the nonremoval of the 
saddle for some time after dismount- 
ing* acts as a protective against sore 
backs is well explained by Moller. 
Where an injury has taken place the 
vessels are compressed and almost 
bloodless 
If pressure be now sudden- 


Ij removed, blood is vigorously forced 
into the paraly/.od vessels and may 
thus rupture the walls. On the othor 
hand, it' the saddle is allowed to re- 
main some time m position circulation 
Is gradually lestored without injury. 
The t.ut that the swelling appears aft- 
er the remo\nl of the saddle supports 
this explanation.—London Live Stocli 
Journal.

Sowing Alfalfa. 


The Kansas experiment station rec- 


ommends sowing twenty pounds of al- 
falfa seed per acre. With every con- 
dition favorable experienced alfalfa 
trrowers sometimes succeed in getting a 
good stand by vising ton to fifteen 
pounds of seed per acre, but this small 
quantity is not generally sufficient. It 
pays to use enough seed to secure a 
good stand, as alfalfa, unlike clover, 
never thickens and the number of 
plants per acre tends to continually 
decrease. 


If the soil and the air are moist, the 


most even stand is secured by sowing 
tho seed broadcast. Cover lightly with 
a harrow and then roll, unless there is 
danger from blowing. If the weather 
is dry or there is much wind, broadcast 
seeding is a failure. Tho seed germi- 
nates close to the surf-ace of the 
ground", and the wind dries out the soil 
and kills tho young plants almost as 
fust as they start. 


Generally the best way to sow alfalfa 


is with a press drill. Mix the seed with 
equal par^i by measure of coarse corn 
chop, bran or fine sawdust; drill and 
(TOSS drill, sowing half the seed each 
way. 
Tf cither a hoc or disk drill is 


used, care must bo taken not to get the 
seed too deep. About twelve times the 
diameter of the seed is the proper 
dv-ptU if this places the seed in moist 
holl.

ISTORIC Valley Forje. the 


most celebrated camp ground 
of the 
Kevolutionary 
war, 


will be the scene on June 19 


next of a most interesting patriotic 
celebration. The occasion will be the 
one hundred aud twenty-fifth anniver- 
«ary of the occupancy and evacuation 
of this blood stained encampment by 
George Washington and the other pa- 
triots of the Continental" army, who 
faced starvation, disease and death for 
freedom's cause. 


President Roosevelt will attend the 


ceremonies. The governors of many of 
the states will be present. The Penn- 
sylvania national guard will be on 
hand as well as militia from other 
states and a large body of United 
States troops, besides delegations from 
patriotic societies all over the land. It 
is estimated that about 200,000 persona 
will take part making the celebration 
a most magnificent testimonial to the 
heroes of 1776. 


Many prominent Pbilaflelphians will 


serve on the reception 
committee, 


which will comprise men of note from 
each of the original thirteen states, 
and the governors of those states have 
written that nothing but sickness or 
death will prevent them from taking 
part in the observances. 


The programme as outlined will con- 


sist of an address by President Roose- • 
velt, followed by a grand review of all 
the military present. This will occupy 
the morning. In the afternoon Senator I 
Henry Cabot Lodge will deliver an ora- 
tion on the encampment grounds at 
Valley Forge. 
Public speaking will 


follow, and other features appropriate 
to the occasion will fill out the hours 
of an eventful day.

through the Valley Forge Anniversary 
association, under whose auspices th<e 
great celebration of June 19 wiJJ take 
place and who, through their persistent 
efforts, have saved tLe historic old spot, 
a titting national monument of the 
scenes ii commemorates. 


The association has been ably sec- 


onded in all its movements by the 
Daughters of the American Kevolu- 
tioii. who look after and care for the 
private apartments of Mrs. Washing- 
ton at Valley Forge, having fitted up 
her sleeping rooms on the same plan as 
the one she occupied at Mount Yernon. 


The building occupied by Washing- 


ton as his headquarters was erected 
by John Potts in 1750 aud occupied 
then by his son Isaac. John Potts and 
his sou had a forge upon the creek 
about half a mile above its mouth and 
made their home there. 
The name 


that has become historic had its origin 
in the craft of its owners. 


In the village of Valley Forge nearly 


every person was a Quaker, and Isaac 
Potts, in whose home 
Washington 


made his headquarters, was the miiis- 
ter of the society. When the army ar- 
rived, Isaac Potts apparently was ab- 
solutely without sympathy with the 
American cause, but intercourse with 
the American leader wrought a change 
of sentiment. He it was, according to 
a manuscript narrative left by his 
daughter, who one day in midwinter 
came upon Washington as he was en- 
gaged in prayer in the woods. 
The 


credence given the story by the mem- 
bers of the Potts family seems to leave 
no doubt of its authenticity.*

ber following the American army went 
Into position at Valley Forge. Mr. Los- 
sing, the historian, relates how Mrs. 
Washington rode behind he'r husband 
on a pillion on that cold winter journey 
to Valley Forge. Washington occupied 
the Valley Forge headquarters for six 
months until June 10, 1778. Undoubt- 
edly these were the most trying and 
memorable days of the Revolution. 


Valley Forge has changed little since 


the days of the Revolution. This is no 
doubt due in great measure to the nat- 
ural sterility of the soil. Had the land 
there been suitable for farming every 
vestige of the earthworks would have 
disappeared long ago, as did the more 
advanced lines on less sterile ground. 
But the main body of Washington's 
army spent the winter of 1777-78 on 
the rugged, stony slop« where only 
chestnut and cedar trees and the trail- 
ing arbutus find sustenance. 


On this stony land today are most of 


the visible Revolutionary remains, In- 
cluding Fort Washington, Fort Hunt- 
ingdon and about half a mile of earth- 
works. The farmhouses occupied as 
headquarters by Wayne, Muhlenberg, 
Varnum and Stirling also remain, be- 
ing included within a territory of about 
•ix square miles. 


Although suggestive of the Revolu- 


tion, the names of the two principal 
hills, Mount Joy and Mount Misery, 
had their origin In the early days of 
the province. It requires little military 
training to recognize that these bills 
constituted a natural defense for the 
army occupying them. Moreover, here 
Washington found that be could watch 
the movements of the British in Phila- 
delphia, about twenty-two miles away 
iown the Schuylkill river, and at tho 
name time protect the greater portion 
of Pennsylvania. 


Washington's headquarters nt Valley 


Forge appear today almost precisely as 
they did when the Father of His Conn- 
try was domiciled within It From cel- 
lar to attic It is In a good stato of pi-st- 
arvation.

Along toward spring 


money and supplies were brought in 
by Baron Steubeu. Shortly afterward 
congress authorized Washington to call 
upon Maryland, Pennsylvania and Vir- 
ginia for 5,000 men. On the 10th of 
May formal tidings were received of 
the alliance \vitb France, and on June 
18 news was received that the British 
hnd evacuated Philadelphia aud re- 
treated upon New York. The next day 
the Continental army moved out of 
Valley Forge. 


When Washington established his 


encampment, there were 11,098 soldiers 
in the field, but because of illness near- 
ly 3,000 were unfit for duty. Months of 
terrible suffering were spent in the 
huts which the men erected for shel- 
ter. 


The history of Valley Forge has been 


so often told that it is familiar to the 
American people and need not be re- 
hearsed. What that field was to the 
Revolutionary cause, what it is to the 
men of the present and what it will be 
to posterity wns eloquently stated by 
Henry Armltt Brown in his 1878 ora- 
tion on the field. He said In part: 


"My countrymen, for a century the 


eyes of struggling nations have turned 
toward this spot, and lips In every lan- 
guage have blessed the memory of Val- 
ley Forge. * * • They who once en- 
camped here In the snow fought not 
for conquest, not for power, not for 
glory, not for their country only, not 
for themselves alone. They suffered 
here for posterity, for the human race. 
They bore the cross of all the peoples. 
They died here thut freedom might be 
the heritage of all. It wns humanity 
Which tbey defended. It was Liberty 
herself 
whom they bad 
in keep* 


Ing."

your 


firm's name is the same?" The mer- 
chant or manufacturer would reply 
that there was no change and would 
then be asked to sign a statement to 
:hat effect at the bottom of a rather 
long slip of paper with the 
printed 


lines rather far apart. 


If the merchant was very affable 


he was asked if he 
didn't want a 


copy of the "directory" free. 
If he 


said he would like one 
and didn't 


have to pay for it, he would be asked 
to sign another slip of paper request- 
ing that one be sent him. The print- 
ed lines on this slip would 
be far 


apart and tbe slip seemingly longer 
than xvas absolutely 
necessary 
for 


such a simple purpose. 


These slips all went to New York. 


There they were safely stored away 
in some trust company's vault until 
several months had elapsed. 
Then, 


so the New York detectives have as- 
certained. the slips would be taken 
out, all the writing on them, except- 
ing the signature of the firm removed 
by acids, leaving a blank 
piece of 


paper. 
Then over 
the 
signature 


would be printed an advertising con- 
tract reading that "F. G. Blank & 
Co. hereby agree to take so
